SHe had been married , but had never born Child. Had 
been a Widdovv for about ten years before her death* In 
which time ihe was much opprcfled with grief; and her 
Belly , by degrees , began to fwell x yet not much,ti 11 about: 
four years before fhe dy'd, In the year 1 678 ; at which 
time file w^eighed 216/. I adv ifed her to the ufe of Cathar- 
tick Bydragoges ^ and Diuntkks ^ after the ufe of which 
for fome time , fhe weighed but 200 4 But flill thtm^rbi- 
fick matter was reaccumalated to the difeafed Part. So 
that refolving to forbear further Medicines , within half a 
year after , flie weighed 250/* her bel !y being , at laft^ fo 
far diftended , as to hang down , as fiie fat, a good way be- 
low herkneesi 

Being called to open her, I put a Pipe into the Cavity 
of the Jbd^me^^ with intent to eKhauft the Serum fuppo* 
fed to be gathered therein. But hereupon there iflTued only 
fome few drops like the white of an Egg. At another plice 
there ran aboitf to k of a brownifld water or Serum ; one of 
the Vejicies hereafter mentioned being pierced. Where to en* 
ter my knife next , I wasalmoft at a iland , her belly being 
as yet, fca^ixe at all lefFened. 

Having fepa rated the ^ufcles of the Jbdme^ , I found 
no Serum or Hydropkk'^dLitt therein ; but a heap of Blad- 
ders , offeveral fifes, prefemed themfclves. From the 
greateft whereaf , being pierced, there iflued above 20/. 
more of a brown and thick ifliS^rr/s^wi , tinBurdmth aSe- 
dimetttof the colour of Umber. Some of the lefTer were 
about the biguefs of a Chi Ids head j which yielded a 
flimy Serum , in confifterice and colour , like the Mucilage 
of ^ince Seeds^ Others were much lefs , fdme as big as 
a^n^ansfift, fomeasaa ordinary Apple , and fome asa Wa!» 
mit. In moPc of which was conteined a Serum like to the 
White of an Egg* infomeofchem, much lefs vifc^us and 
fo^ewhat white ^ like Starch newly boylV^ 
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At the length I perceived , that all thefe Bladders were 
parts fome way relating to the Womb. Wherefore having 
ieperatedthe OffiPHbis^ I took out the Womb, with the 
Pudendum , and parts appendent all together. And then , 
araongft other pirticuiars, obferved , That the right te- 
j?/f/^ or Pv4ry was but final 1, white, and its Veficks in a 
manner dryed up. Bur the left tobcfwell'd into a Vaft 
bulk ; Theaforefaid Bladders , in one of which were con- 
tained fo many j5oiinds of Liquor , being nothing eTe ori- 
ginally, but the Eggs belonging to this, left O-rz-ir;. Ima- 
gine you faw about 40 Bladders , fome of a little Pig , o- 
ihersofaHog, or a Calf, and fome of an Oxe ; alldiften- 
ded with Liquor, and ty'd, like a Reeve of Onions altoge- 
ther , and you have alfo f^en this Ovary, 

The Tefikle or Ovsry it felf,all the Serum being exhauft- 
ed , weighed ( together with the Womb, which was but 
light ) 2 5 /. Out of all the faid Veficks or Bladders toge- 
ther, were exhaufted above an hundred & twelve pounds 
ot Serum, Thus for the Authors own Obfervations. 

TheHiftoryoftheChild that was found in the Mothers 
Belly out of the Womb , publiflied in the Tranfaftions laft 
foregoing, ^c. Num. 139; znd i\\ys o( the Hydropick te- 
pcle ; may be two Argnments , further to fatisfy thofe who 
have hitherto doubted of the Female Tejlkle its being an O- 
vary. The former proving the Veficles thereof with the Hu- 
mor or Humors they contein, to be the Eggs out of which 
the Fcetm is bred. Which as they are ufed to enter into the 
Womb by iht FaHopian tube : So in this cafe, it is moft 
likely that the Egg.fallingoff the Ovarymo the faid Tube , 
by fome preternatural contraaion of its lower Orifice, wis 
flopped fromilTuiog thence into the Womb. Yet being, it 
feems , near enough to receive the Vital Contafl , It there- 
upon began to be enlarged ; andfo, byreafmofirsownin- 
creafingBulk, was made gradually to flip back again to- 
wards the upper and larger Orj/ic? of the faid Tube, and at 
laft , to drop thence into the Cavity of the Abdomen; which 
now , inftead of the Womb , became its Neft. 

This latter Hiftory of the Hydropick Teflicle fheweth , 
Thar it i^ pofiible for the faid Vejicles or Eggs , to be en- 
larged, upoaCoaceptcn, as much as is necefTary for the 
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Generation of a Child: That is to fay , when within the 
Womb , as much as they were here , upon the Ovarjf, So 
that it is not , I conceive^ reafonably to be doubted , but 
that the M^w^r^/^^j , which we call iht Secmdine ot After- 
Birrh , are the lndividmlont$ , which belong to that Vejicle 
or l^l' which falls from the Ot/^r/ into the Womb: Being 
therein, wath their conteined Humor, naturally augment- 
ed and amplified, as here they were preternaturally, in this 
Hydropical Cafe^ 

^ierpfcopkal Ohfervdthm of the StruBure of teeth and o* 
ther Bones : M^de and Communicated^ in a Letter by Mr^

Have fome time fince applyed a Glafs , fefteemed by 
_ fevcral Gentlemen , who had try'd ir, a very good one) 
toobferve theStrudure of the Teeth, and other Bones^ 
Which both to them and my felfalfo, then feemed to confift 
of Globules. But fince then, having drawn out one of my 
Teeth, and for further Obfervation , applyed better Glaf- 
fes than the former ; the fame Gentlemen, with my felf, 
agreed , from what we plainly faw , That the whole Tooth 
was made up of very fmall ftrait and tranfparent Pipes. Six 
or feven hundred of thcfe Pipes put together, I judg exceed 
not the thickncfs of one Hair of a Mans Beards In the 
Teeth of a Cow , the fame Pipes appear foraewhat bigger ,^ 
and in thofe of a^Haddockfomewhatlefs.
